OR GEN. SMITH. 


HIS HOUSE WRECKED AND MRS. 
SMITH INJURED. 


EXPLOSION HEARD FOR MILES. 


Former Governor of the Soldiers’ Home 
at Leavenworth Has a Nar- 
row Escape. 


LEAVENWORTH, Kan., June 11.—A dia- 
bolical attempt was made upon the life of 
Gov. Andrew J. Smith of the National Sol- 
Home and his wife and daughter 
between 4 and 5 o’clock this morning by 
some dastard who is as yet unknown. 
Dynamite was employed in the outrage, and 
the explosion, which all but demolished the 
Governor's beautiful residence, aroused the 
residents of the city and: houses trembled 
as if undergoing an earthquake shock. 

Mrs. Smith had a miraculous escape from 
death, the base of the explosion being di- 
rectly beneath her bed-chamber. Besides 
being cut and bruised by broken glass and 
pieces of flying bric-a-brac and furniture, 
she was completely prostrated by the 
frightful shock and is now in a precarious 
condition. Gov. Smith and their daughter, 
Miss Daisy, occupied rooms on the second 
floor and were far enough removed from 
the explosion to escape the serious conse- 
quences suffered by Mrs. Smith. 

The residence is a scene of wreckage. 
The brick walls are torn and cracked, one 
side being almost completely blown out. 
The windows are shattered and the debris 
scattered over the grounds for a distance 
of several rods. The interior is a scene of 
confusion and destruction, with broken 
bric-a-brac and furnishings utterly 
wrecked. 

The report of the explosion was distinctly

many residents were aroused by the shock, 
which was not unlike the trembling pro- 
duced by an earthquake. Veterans in the 
barracks were thrown from their cots and 
@ panic was with difficulty prevented. 

Gov. Smith attributes the attempt on his 
life and that of his family as a direct re- 
sult of the persecution that has been waged 
against him during the paet five or six 
years. The veterans at the home are stand- 
ing by him manfully and swear they will 
lynch the wretch if he be caught. 

Joseph W. Oliver, a dishonorably dis- 
charged veteran, has been arrested by the 
police of this city. Circumstantial evidence 
against him is strong. He had just come 
to his room after being out all night. His 
clothes were bedragglied and he said he 
Was sorry the explosion had not killed the 
Governor, as he deserved such a fate. Oli- 
ver bears-a rough reputation.

- APPOINTMENTS 


TO GOOD FEDERAL OFFICES. 


Three Notorious New Orleans Charac- 
ters to Be Rewarded for Dirty 
Election Work. 


Bpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, June 11.—The determination 
of Senator Hanna to appoint three notort- 
ous characters to the best ‘Federal offices 
in New Orleans is the basis of a pageé 
expose in a dispatch to a morning paper 
to-day under Washington date. 

They are A. T. Wimberly, Henry Demas 
and Walter Cohen, and the offices to be 
filled are Collector of Customs, of Naval 
Officer and of Surveyor of the Port of New 
Orleans, 

It is charged that these men represented 
McKinley’s interests in Louisiana, that they 
received money for bribing purposes from 


“Cousin” Osborne, who went from Boston 
to New Orleans to manage things, that 
they bought delegates, and that Osborne 
also paid cash for votes. When the 8t. 
Louis Convention met Mark Hanna caused 
Wimberly’s election as National Commit- 
teeman over the protest of ex-Gov. War- 
moth, Kellogg and others. 

When it was rumored that the President 
would honor the men protests fairly deluged 
the White House. Among them was one 
from nearly one hundred of the most prom- 
inent women of New Orleans, who in their 

rotest used the following language, nam- 
ng A. T. Wimberly, Henry Demas and 
Walter Cohen: 

“We respectfully and earnestly protest 
against their selection. These men are sim- 
ply infamous im the sight of all honest, 
decent and self-respecting people.

TRIAL OF THE MEN WHO BEAT AN 
ELECTION CLERK. 


Johnson Tells Judge Fisse How He 
Was Slugged for Refusing to 
Give His Aid. 


The trial of C. William Mueller, James J. 
Moran, C. H. Shokmiller, Thomas F. Carey 
and Thomas F. Dunn, charged with having 
violated the election laws in Precinct 9, 
Fourteenth Ward, on May 18, the date of 
the recent School Board election, was begun 
in the Court of Criminal Corrections Friday 
morning. 

The audience resembled the crowd at a 
ward convention, but the politicians who 
were present were not of the better class. 
Ed Butler was in the room for a few min- 
utes, but left in disgust, after he heard a 
court attache say that the Judge would cer- 
tainly hold the men. 

Judge Murphy, true to his resolve, being 
still absent, Willlam G. Fisse, who was ap- 
pointed by the Circuit Court to fill the va- 
cancy, again took the bench. 

The five defendants, all young men, were 
well dressed and appeared quite _ intelil- 
gent. They were represented by Attorneys 
Ford Smith and John Gernez. 

Mr. G. W. Jones, Chairman of the Board 
of Election Commissioners, was the first 
witness. He identified a paper upon which 
were recorded the names of Judges and 
Clerks appointed by the. Election Commis- 
sioners to serve on May 18, and described 
how the appointments were made. 


John Moore, a clerk for the 
Board, also identified the paper and it was 
introduced as evidence. It shows that the 
above named defendants were the judges 
and clerks at Precinct 9, Fourteenth Ward, 
and the name of Richard M. Johnson is also 
given as clerk. 

Mr. Gernez objected to the paper being ad- 
mitted, as it was a carbon copy, but Judge 
Fisse ruled that Chairman Jones’ identifi- 
cation was sufficient, and it became a part 
of the records. 

Richard W. Johnson, the principal wit- 
ness, was called at noon. He is the Repub- 
lican clerk who objected to the irregular- 
ities on the part of his associates and was 
assaulted and kicked out of the polling 

lace. 

P'He described how the poll books were 
signed early In the day, “to save time, 4s 
the judges said. Then he told how, when 
the count was made, numbers were placed 
opposite candidates’ names without refer- 
ence to the ballots. At this stage he ob- 
jected and taking a pen drew a mark 
through his name. 

For this, Dunn, the other clerk, jumped 
on him, and he was kicked out of the room,

RAILROADS ALL STOPPED. 


Anda $25,000 Wagon Factory Struck 
by Lightning and De- 
stroyed. 


DENVER, Colo., June 11.—Four railway 
Washouts, a $25,000 fire and a host of minor 
losses, sum up the evil results of the storm 
which prevailed in Denver and the soutb- 
eastern gection of the State generally, from 
near 7 o'clock last evening untill a little 
after midnight. A cloudpurst on the slope 
of Pike’s Peak shut off traffic on the Rio 
Grande and Midland lines between Manitcu 
and Colorado Springs. Sixteen miles out of 
Denver the Julesburg tracks were washed 
out in spots for miles in length, leaving ihe 
10:3) o'clock Union Pacific train for CAIERSO 
at a standstill at the Union Depot. The 
washout.on.the Buriington & Missouri Road 
eccurred- near Barr Station, so the 9:60 train 
over that line for the east was not able to 
leave Denver-’until this morning. Men were 
at work all night repairing the damages 
done by the storm. 

According to the Weather Bureau report, 
83 of an inch fell in Denver between 
and 10:10 o'clock. From the time the storm 
reached its height until travel ceased upon 
the streeta:the car lines were either inope- 
rative altogether or gave but poor service. 
Many parts of the city were flooded to a 
depth of several feet, numbers of families 
having to abandon their homes. It is 
feared that ranchmen living in the lowlands 
to the east of this point have lost heavily 
in stock and. buildings by the night's floods. 

The storm was general all over South- 
western Colorado. 


A TEN-MILE SWEEP. 


A Cyclone Wipes Out a Secticn of the 
Northwest. 


LYLE, Minn., June 11.—A terribly destruc- 
tive cyclone struck this vicinity last n'ght, 
laying waste a track about 200 yards wide 
and ten miles long. The funnel-shaped 
cloud made its first appearance twelve miles 
west.

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JAMES FRENCH WAS HANGED.

The killing of Catherine Blake French by 
the man who to-day swung into eternity Is 
the old, old story of mad Italian jealousy. 
Seven bullet wounds inflicted upon the body 
of his wife, two of which were immediately 
fatal, followed by an ali but successful at- 
tempt at killing a daring pursuer and an 
essay at suicide is the record James 
French made on the quiet Sabbath after- 
noon of July 19, 1896. For half a dozen years 
the slayer of his wife and attempted murder. 
er of her numerous relatives lived in Rock- 
ford and was known as James French 
although ‘before the trial he both affirmed 
and denied that this was his true name, He 
was an Italian by birth and in a month 
would have been 27 years old. For a live- 
lihood he conducted a cigar store and 
worked as a journeyman tailor. In May, 
1890, he married Catherine Blake, against 
the wishes of her mother and brothers. She 
often was in charge of the store, while 
French -was away at work, and the hus- 
band, naturally very jealous, imagined his 
wife unfaithful to him. 

On the fatal Sunday morning Mrs. French 
for the first time in several days left her 
mother’s home and started on a mission of 
charity. It was while returning from the 
cick bed of a friend that French made the 
fatal assault upon her. : 

While walking on North Winnenago 
street Mrs. French discovered that her hus- 
band was following her, and, seeing a 
friend a block off, hastened to meet her. 
French rapidly approached the two and ex- 
claimed: i 

“IT am going to kill you, d—n you. 

He whipped a pistol from his pocket, 
pointed,it at his wife and fired, the bullet 
piercing her pbreast.. Mrs. French’s com- 
panion fainted, and the mortally wounded 
woman, with her frenzied husband in close 
pursuit, ran acrose the street to the door 
of a residénce. There Mrs. French was 
unable to open the screen door and was 
killed like a ratin a trap. The struggle on 
the steps was an awful one, and “oa, 
madly clutching his wife’s arm, poure 
shot after ehot into her sinking form, emp- 
tying two revolvers. 

The poor woman's screams of ‘‘He’s kill- 
ing me! He’s killing me!” roused the 
neighborhood, and French rushed into the 
house, followed closely by the crowd which 
had collected. In his flight he wounded 
one of them in the wrist. Without a 
glance at the bleeding form of his wife, 
French leaped over her and dashed out of 
the door, turning east toward the river. 
When he reached the bank he plunged in 
headlong, after a futile attempt to unfasten 
a boat moored at a private landing. In 
a moment officers and citizens lined the 
bank, and: French, giving away to his orig- 
inal design, fired a bullet into his own 
head. It was not fatal, however, and he 
was soon pulled ashore and hurried to the 
County Jail in a patrol wagon, which he 
has not since kft only during his trial. 

He was indicted at the next term of 
court, but his legal counsel was changed, 
and the case put over until the April term, 
when it came to trial. The jury was out 
exactly an hour, taking but one ballot, a 
unanimous vote for guilt and the infliction 
of the death penalty. 


JAMES M. GORDY HANGED.

GEORGETOWN, Del., June 11.—James M. 
Gordy was hanged at 10:23 o'clock this 
morning for the murder of his wife. He 
died game, and protested his innocence to 
the last.

He reviewed at length the evidence on 
which he had been convicted, pointing out 
what he considered the ineonsistencies 
therein, suggesting connivance of his sister- 
in-law with the detectives to secure his 
conviction.

DISTINGUISHED GUEST OF THE 
CENTENNIAL EXPOSITION. 


MADE A PLEASANT SPEECH. 


Recalled the Glorious Memories of the 
State and Praised Its Latter- 
Day Accomplishments. 


Bpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., June 11.—This is 
Ohio day at the Exposition, and large dele- 
gations of police, militia, members of secret 
orders and general visitors are here from 
Cincinnati, Toledo, Columbus and Cleve- 
land, as well as the sinaller cities of the 
Buckeye State. 

President McKinley and party arrived at 
the Union Depot early this morning, having 
made the trip by slow stages from Washing- 
ton. They were escorted by the Exposition 
Executive Committee to the Maxwell House, 
where they took breakfast, after which 
Governor Taylor was received. At 10:30 the 
President and party, accompanied by Gov- 
ernor Bushnell and his staff, were escorted 
to the Centennial grounds. 

The escort also included Gov. Taylor and 
staff, United States and Tennessee regulars. 
At 11 o’clock in the Auditorium addresses 
of welcome were delivered by President 


Thomas, Mayor McCarthy and Gov. Tay- 
lor and responses were made by Senator 
Clark of the Ohio Commission, Gov. Bush- 
nell and President McKinley. The President 
in his address expressed his appreciation of 
the signal honor accorded his native State 
and congratulated the Governor of Tennes- 
gee, the Mayor of Nashville and the Presi- 
dent and Directors of the Exposition upon 
the success of an enterprise which could not 
fail to result in improved business relations 
and a closer commercial union between the 
North and the South. Luncheon followed 
the delivery of the addresses. 

This afternoon at 6 o'clock the President, 
Mrs. McKinley and the accompanying ladies 
of the party will hold a reception for ladies 
in the oman’s Building. ‘To-morrow 
morning at 11 o’clock the President will 
hold a public reception in the Auditorium 
and if he is not called to Washington wil 
remain to participate in the exercises of 
Cincinnati day. To-morrow night he is 
acheduled to leave for Castsencdgs. 

There was great interest shown in Presi- 
dent McKinley’s speech to-day and he was 
greeted with mueh applause. 


The President said: 

Officers of the Tennessee Centennial Ex- 
position, Ladies and Gentlemen: American 
nationality, compared with that of Europe 
and the East, is still very young and yet 
already we are beginning to have 4° 
enough fog centennial anniversaries in 
States other than the original thirteen. 
Such occasions are always interesting and 
when celebrated in a practical way are 
useful and instructive. Combining retro- 
spect and review, they recall what has 
been done by State and nation and point 
out what yet remains for both to accom- 
— in order to fulfill their highest des- 
iny. 

This celebration is of general interest to 
the whole Soupiry and of special significance 
to people’ of the South and West. It marks 
the end of the first century of the State of 
Tennessee and the close of the first year of 
its second century. One hundred and one 
yuase ago this State was admitted into the 

Inion as the sixteenth member in the great 
family of American commonwealths. It 
was a welcome addition to the national 
household—a community — , strong and 
eturdy, with an honored and herolc an- 
cestry, with fond anticipations not only of 
4Jts founders, but faith in its success on the 

art of far-seeing and sagacious statesmen 

n all parts of the pouny Iam justified In 
geaying that these anticipations have been 
grandly realized, that the present of this 
community of sterling worth is even bright- 
er than prophets of the past had dared to 
forecast it. 

The builders of the State who had forced 
their way through the trackless forests of 
this splendid domain, brought with them 
the same. high ideals and fearless devotion 
to home and country, founded on resistance 
to oppression, which have made illustrious 
the Anglo-American name. Whether it was 
the Territory of Virginia or that of North 
Carolina, mattered little to them. The 
came willing and oe gd to fight for independ- 
ence and liberty and in the war of the revo- 
lution were ever loyal to the standard of 
Washington. When their representatives 
served in the colonial assembly of North 
Carolina they chose—for the first time in our 
country, so far as I know-—the great name 
of Washington for the district in which they 
lived and at the close of the revolution 
sought to organize their barr ory. into a 
State to be known as the State of Franklin, 
in grateful homage to the name of another 
of tts most distingufsmhed patriot common- 
ers. 


Spain had sought to possess their terri- 
tory by right og discovery as a part of Flori- 
da. France claimed it by right of cession as 
a part of Louisiana and gland as hers 
“by conquest. But neither contention could 
for an instant be recognized. Moved by the 
highest instincts of self-government and 
the loftiest motives of patriotism, under gal- 
lant old John Sevier, at King’s Mountain,

Mr. Heckel’s fender ordinance at the last 
session, on the ground that it would work 
a hardship on the companies to compel 
them to make a change s0 soon after they 
had equipped the cars with inefficient 
fenders. showed itself more tender of the 
interests of _ than of human life, 


Hew many human lives, blotted out by 
inefficient fenders, were needed, In their 
estimation, to offset the companies’ out- 
lay for ba@ fenders? Is not a single 
human fe of more value than the en- 
tire outlay for fenders? Yet the Council 
anda the street car companies have been 
acting on the theory that money is more 
worthy of consideration than hu ife, 

Looking at it from the standpoint of the 
Council committee that defeated the 
former ordinance, it may be assumed that 
enough human lives have been sacrificed 
to balance the cost of the present fenders. 
The civic authorities, therefore, have no 
excuse for putting off the passage of the 
Heckel ordinance. It is time to comipel 
the corporations to use fenders that will 
save life instead of destroying It,

PRIVILEGES OF PLUTOCRATS. 
A press dispatch announcing the return 
of J. Pierpont Morgan from Europe, 
says: 
Mr. Morgan wore a suit which breathed 
the atmosphere of Picadilly from every- 
one of its broad stripes, He carried no cane, 
but he had a fleld-glass swung across his 
shoulder. His man servant carried a small 
green alligator portmanteau, which ap- 
peared to be treasured above all of the 
other forty-six pieces of luggage. The in- 
spection by the customs officers was expe- 
ditiously performed, Very few of the forty- 
seven pieces were examined. . 
The Post-Dispatch has been condemned 
by some of the business people of B8t. 
Louis for its insistence that we are in 
the process of creating by force of law 
a Plutocratic or privileged class in this 
country. It has been denounced as sec- 
tional, revolutionary, even anarchistic, 
because it has opposed methods which 
have given exceptional favor to J. Pier- 
pont Morgan particularly, and the mul- 
ti-millionaires of New York generally.

Langhorne, two 
American citizens unfortunate enough 
to live in the West and who have never 
robbed the Government in a bond deal, 
were subjected to a search? Why should 
the Morgan portmanteau, so highly treas- 
ured and closely guarded, have been al- 
lowed to pass, when even the pockets 
of the St. Loulsans were turned inside 
out? The Customs officers might more 
easily presume a jealously guarded port- 
manteau of a treasury raider like Morgan 
to be loaded with smuggled goods, than 
to presume the pockets and liver pads 
of the Westerners to be so loaded.

PROSPERITY ON THE GROUND 
FLOOR. 

Having depressed general values and 
the earning capacity of average proper- 
ties with the gold standard, the favored 
classes, or those able to buy what they 
want, are saving themselves from the 
effects of that condition. They are legis- 
lating artificial value into their stocks 
and bonds and what they make or han- 
dle, by the aid of law. They said, with 
one voice, in the McKinley campaign, 
that you cannot create value by legisla- 
tion. But, of course, they knew better 
then, as they do now. 

The purchase of a law in the Illinois 
Legislature for the street railway million- 
aires of Chicago is a striking case in 
point. The value of the watered stocks of 
those corporations has already enhanced 
to the extent of millions by the monopoly 
which the law makes possible, and the 
prevention of any reduction in car fare 
which it authorizes increases the earn- 
ing power of the lines enormously. These 
great privileges, in a time of falling 
prices, are worth many times the sum it 
cost to buy them at Springfield. 

Not less marked is the carrying out in 
Congress of the agreement between 
Hanna and the interstate railroads under 
which Hobart was put up as the presiding 
officer of the Senate to aid in the repeal 
of the anti-pooling law. That repeal will 
put millions into the pockets of railroad 
speculators in the enhanced prices of rail- 
road securities, and millions more in the 
power it will give them to tax traffic. 
But, above all other schemes to save 
special interests from the effects of low 
prices under the gold standard, is the 
tariff law now in preparation, under 
which the elect are to be given a monop- 
oly of the home market and charge what 
they please. 

High prices, paid in money of increased 

purchasing power, are soon to bring pros- 

perity to those on the ground floor.

It is 
with the banks that they have first deal- 
ings, even in a gold export transaction, and 
thefr fingl visit to the sub-treasury for gold 
is a second step compelled by the banks, 
which refuse to honor checks and drafts 
upon them except in legal tender paper. 

The next question is, are the banks able 
to maintain gold payments now? If they 
are not, would they be much better able as- 
suredly and permanently to maintain such 
payments after the Government has been 
retired from the “banking business?” But 
if they are able to make gold payments at 


of this duty or function would at once re- 
lieve the Treasury reserve of attacks from 
this quarter and destroy that “which has 


added terror to the international gold move- 


ment.” ; 

What an extraordinary situation we then 
have! The restoration of confidence and 
revival of business are made to turn on 
some action which shall take from the 
federal treasury and load upon the banks 
the function of supplying gold for export 
and for the general purposes of exchange. 
In the absence of such action industry 
languishes, Europe remains distrustful of 
American investments and impatience in 
the financial centers rises to fever heat. It 
is assumed that the entire currency system 
of the nation must be reconstructed to at- 
tain this end, and Congress and the execu- 
tive are beseeched to proceed; and a prom- 
ise of action from the Secretary of the 
Treasury sends a hopeful thrill through all 
the markets. 

And yet the particular object sought can 
be attained to-morrow through a simple 
change of policy looking to gold payments 
on the part of banks, which are so very 
anxious at present to have the Govern- 
ment go out of the banking business and 
load upon themselves the duty of supplying 
gold. They can voluntarily take upon them- 
selves that duty any day; but the efficacy 
of the action seems to depend upon com- 
pulsion from the Government exerted 
through a long process of disturbing cur- 
rency reconstruction, and meantime the 
country must wait upon the deliberations 
and inquiriés and recommendations of a 
monetary commission, and then upon the 
doubtful action of Congress, 

Let the country be warned against in- 
jecting so much buncombe Into the cur- 
rency reform issue that it shall swell clear 
across the path to prosperity and impede 
all progress toward improvement, It is 
foolish business. 


Tanner and the Infamy.

The Governor knows in every sense of 
the word, if he is not an idiot, that the Al- 
len bill is a swindle and a robbery of the 
people of Chicago.

STABBED ABOUT 
A FRAIL WOMAN. 


JOHN F. NEUN’S SIDE WAS RIPPED 
OPEN. 


FRANK BRAY UNDER ARREST. 


He Says He Didn’t Do It, but Witnesses 
Say He Did, and His Knife 
Was Found. 


John F. Neun was stabbed at 1:30 o’clock 
Friday morning during an altercation with 
Frank Bray, an unemployed machinist. The 
physicians at the City Hospital say he can- 
not recover. 

The wound is about four Inches deep, and 
the blade penetrated the intestines on the 
left side of the abdomen, Bray turned the 
knife, then drew it downward for nearly 
five inches, Neun was taken to the City 
Dispensary, then to the City Hospital. In- 
flammation set in, precluding all possibility 
of recovery. 

Bray denies stabbing Neun. 

Mrs. Neun and the police are positive that 
Bray did the cutting, and a long knife, with 
@ dirk-shaped blade, which was found on 
the route of Bray’s flight, is supposed to be 
the weapon used. His accusers gay it be- 
jongs to Bray. 

Neun fs the proprietor of a small lace 
laundry at 310 South Broadway. About two 
months ago he gave shelter toa woman who 
gave her name as Annie Schneiderhan. - By 
common repute her reputation was not 
good; but she said she wished to reform, and 
Neun and his wife took her in. 

Bray was the woman's lover, and disap- 
proved strongly of her attempted reforma- 
tion. The Neuns claim that had he re- 
mained away, the woman would have been 
reclaimed, Bray, they say, was constantly 


importuning her to meet him, and the re. 
sult was that she resumed her old life. 

After a debauch with Bray, the woman 
would return penitent, and Mrs. Neun 
would give her shelter. But she could not 
keep away from her lover, and her efforts 
to be good alternated with her sprees. 

Neun objected and two weeks ago the 
Schneiderhan woman was told she would 
either have to leave or make Bray stay 
away. She left with Bray, but a week ago 
returned. 

She was taken back and all went well 
until Friday morning. 

Neun igs a consumptive and has been in 
wretched health for some time, Thursday 
night he and his wife took a long atreet 
car ride, and did not return until a little 
after 1 o’clock. Annie had been left to 
mind the house and also to take care of 
Mrs. Neun’s pet dogs. When the Neuns 
returned neither Annie nor the doge were 
in the house, 

Neun stepped out on the sidewalk to look 
or the servant, and Bray approached him. 

eun said before he was taken to the hos- 
pital that he asked Bray where Annie was, 
and without replying Bray pulled his knife 
and plunged it into his abdomen. 

Bray claims that Neun accused him of 
stealing the missing poodles, and that he 
denied it. He says Neun struck him on the 
back of the head and ran. He denies the 
cutting, but does not explain why he ran 
when Neun staggered towards a saloon, 
crying: “I’m stabbed! I'm stabbed!’’

ind a number of bystanders followed. Po-

No weapon was found on Bray, but sub- 
sequently Ulrich Langrath of $12 South 
Broadway picked up the knife in the road- 
way. It Is a wicked looking weapon. The 
blade is five inches long, and both edges had 
been ground to a ragor keenneas. 

Bray was taken to the Four Courts. He is 
thirty-seven years of age and lived with his 
mother and sister. He gave his address as 
1211 North Eleventh street. He claims never 
to have been in trouble before. The police 
claim he has a strong aversion to work and 
that he was contented to live off the earn- 
ings of the Schneiderhan woman. He is 
also said to have been in a cutting scrape 
several months ago, but was not prosecuted. 
He admits that he has not worked for over 
@& year, and has not tried to obtain em- 
loyment. He denied the ownership of the 
endly dirk. 

Neun is twenty-six years old. The police 
record states that the woman he lived with 
at the Broadway laundry is not his wife, 
but a woman known as Clara Hill. He was 
married several years ago, but has not lived 
with his wife for some time. The Hil 
woman, or Mrs. Neun, as she calls herself, 
was at the hospital for several hours Fri- 
day morning, but Neun was unconscious 
and did not recognize her. 

Anne Schnelderhan hag disappeared and 
both Bray and Mrs. Hill, or Neun, claim not 
to know her whereabouts.

The Post-Office Peddler Was in 
Lengthy Confab With McKin- 
ley’s Missouri Lieutenant, 


Unusual friction is wearing away the 
granitoid ficor at the entrance to the Se- 
curity Building as rapidly as a dull corn 
knife eats the surface of a farmer’s grind- 
stone. Not a particle of rust or dust re- 
mains on tho elevator cables in that big 
building.

Faithful torch-bearers all over the 
State—from the Pemiscot bayous to the 
Nodaway corn-fields, and from the McDon- 
ald peach orchards to the Lewis wheat 
lands—he.rd the news. Several of them are 
now in St. Louis. Of course they are here 
on “private business.”” That private busi- 
ness consists of seeing Col. Kerens. To see 
the Colonel is not an easy undertaking just 
now. Yet his callers are a determined lot. 

When a stern looking secretary sits at his 
desk in the Security Building and says: 
“The Colonel will not be down this morn- 
ing,’’ some of the visitors go away and wait 
and wait, Others are more qunsiag. They 
get their bearings from a hotel clerk and 

o to Col. Kerens’ hdtse. A few of them 

ave been there before, and know the road 
without asking for directions. 

Among the most notable callers at the 
Kerens throne since the return from Wash- 
ington Wednesday night are C. A, Lucas 
and B, F. Brazell of Chillicothe. Loomis 
was a candidate for Congress last fall in 
the Chillicothe district. or several years 
he has been a ghining light in the Silk 
lag | division of the Republican party. 
Brazell is the editor of a Republican paper

Just at the present time there are some 
rather serious charges pendin against 
Loomis.

These charges have 
been openly made at Chillicothe, What the 
administration will do about it remains to 
be seen, 

Loomis and Brazel! arrived Thursday to 
see Col. Kerens. They did not register at 
any of the hotels, consequently, their 

resence in the city was known to only a 
ew people. Thursday evening, about 6 
e'elodk. Foomia and Brazel made their ap- 
pearance at the Laclede, after having been 
in the city allday. They wrote their nameg 
on the register. Then they ate dinner—sup- 

er, they call it—and left the hotel as quiet- 

y as they came. They told the clerk they 
were going back to Chillicothe on one of 
the night trains. 

The most interesting aspect of the charges 
againat Loomis is the wicenne of the 
breach between the Kerens and Filley fac. 
tions. The Filleyites of the Second Dis- 
trict, and in various other parts of the State, 
are aggressive in heralding the story of 
Loomis’ alleged traffic in McKinley in- 
fluence. It is claimed that there is evi. 
dence sufficient to support the allegations. 

What occurred at the conference between 
Col, Kerens and Loomis can only be con- 
jectured. The latch string did not hang on 
the outside.

INQUEST ON THE BODY OF HER- 
MIT OTTO MARE. 


HAD ROMANCE IN HIS LIFE. 


Trinkets in His Attic Room Indicate 
That There Was a Woman 
in the Case. 


An inquest held Friday morning over the 
body of Otto Mark, for years known as the 
hermit of the South Side, resulted in a ver- 
dict of “‘Death from natural causes,” 

The death of the hermit was due to acute 
infammation of the kidneys, Wednesday 
night in the little attic room, which Mark 
had occupied forty years, at 1411 South Sec- 
ond street. The discovery that the old Ger- 
man had expired was not made until Thurs- 


day evening. 

Otto Mark, ‘who was belleved to be 56 
years old, was always a mystery to his 
associates and acquaintances. He came to 
St. Louis just before the war and and moved 
into the attic room where he lived alone until 
death claimed him. 

He cooked his own meals and did his own 
chores. Few persons ever saw the Interior 
of his apartment, but those who did said 
the hermit was an omnivorous reader and 
had a well-stocked library of choice Latin 
and German works, He always parried any 
questions concerning his -early life. 

He appeared to have plenty of money, 
but no one could tell where it came from. 
There was once a rumor that he was a spy 
employed by the German Government, and 
there were other stories of letters received 
from a town in Germany evidently written 
by a woman, but nobody ever ascertained 
the truth. 

Coroner Wait caused several satchels that 
were found in the attic to be brought to his 
office. They were filled with odds and ends 
that had evidently been treasured for years 
by the hermit. There were bits of ribbon, 
some medals and small volumes that were. 
evidentl resents. 

Half = éhnen pocketbooks filled with curl- 
ous coins were found and several pieces of 
jewelry, one being a breast-pin of old de- 


sign, 
in one of the satchels was a lady's gold 
watch. It is of Geneva make, and bears the 
date 1815. Attached thereto was a slight gold 
chain. These articles speak of a romance in 
the misty past, but so far as the Coroner's 
search was made ee was found to 
throw a light on Otto Mark’s life before he 
came to St. Louis. 
A belt was found on the body. It con- 
tained $165 in greenbacks and silver and a 
check for $25. 
Coroner Wait turned the property over 
to Public Administrator Richards, who will 
search the attic room for a will or papers.

O’NEILL RYAN ON THE HEGIRA TO 
IRELAND. 


WILL BE PURELY INFORMAL. 


Patriots Will Visit the Ould Sod on 
the Centennial Anniversary of 
a Revolution. 


A New York dispatch which announces 
that arrangements are being made to or- 
ganize a huge phalanx of Irish-Americans 
to visit Ireland next ‘year, and that. ‘‘a 
fleet of ships’’ will be chartered to carry 
them, O’Neill Ryan, the eminent Irish pa- 
triot and lawyer in the Bank of Commerce 
Building, says ts decidedly premature. It 
is in keeping with gome other stories of in- 
ternational interest emanating from New 
York, 

“The use of my name ifn euch a connec- 
tion, at least, is unwarranted,”’ said Mr. 
Ryan. “I have no intention of helping to 
man a fleet of ships to invade Ireland next 
year, though I may go over. 

“It will be an occasion dear to every Irish 
heart—the centennial anniversary of the 
stirring scenes of ‘98. I have no doubt tens 


of thousands of the Irish race in America 
would revere to go and that many hun- 
dreds will go, but they will in all probablil- 
ity go as other American citizens g0 
abroad. They will improve the time and 
occasion to visit the old land and the scenes 
of their childhood. 

“IT suppose the Irish National Alliance, 
which has branches in every considerable 
city of the United States, will take measures 
to encourage a visit to the old country at 
that time. It can do a vast deal to oo. : nil- 
grims get reduced rates on steamship lines, 
hotel rates abroad, etc. r, William i 
man of New York is President of the Alii- 
ance and it is possible plans are being ar- 
ranged to make it easier for thousands of 
Irish people to visit the old country in tne 
summer of 1898. he Irish are an emotional 
and patriotic race and they can celebrate 
the centennial of even an unsuccessful rev- 
olution with great fervor. 

‘“T have no doubt many will go, but I don't 
imagine that the National Alliance or any 
other organization contemplates mobilizing 
a fleet to carry over the pilgrims, The lat- 
ter, if they g0, will probably carry across 
the gangplanks of ships already plying to 
Europe, excursion tickets to go and come

NEW TURN IN THE CRAIG WILL 
LITIGATION. 


PART OF MRS. CRAIG’S ESTATE. 


Two Daughters and an Aunt Allowed 
Claims Against the Estate 
Aggregating $5,000. 


A new turn was taken in the celebrated 
Craig estate litigation Friday. Mary Louise 
and Emma Craig, to whom the late John 
Craig bequeathed all of his wealth, ex- 
cept $1, appeared in the Probate Court to 
ask the allowance of certain promissory 
notes, bearing the signature of the de- 
ceased father. Miss Catherine Breen, an 
aunt of the Cralg sisters, was present also, 
with a note for allowance. The aggregate 
amount of the claim is $5,000, covered by five 
notes of different dates and amounts. 

After hearing the evidence the court al- 
lowed the claims. 

Attorney Frank Ottofy, representing Will, 
fam John Craig, the son of the late James 
Craig, who was cut off with $1, was pres- 
ent, The existence of these notes was a 
surprise to Mr. Ottofy. He had aever 
heard of them, consequently he interro- 
gated the claimants closely. 

Two hours time was consumed in hearing 
tHe evidence. Both the Craig sisters and 


the aunt explained in deta'l how they came 
to possess the notes. The sisters said the 
notes represented their dead mother’s in- 
heritance from her father, Peter Breen, an 
old citizen of St. Louls. 

James Craig’s second wife was Ann Breen. 
She died when her daughters were young 
and the father gave them notes to cover the 
amount of their mother’s inheritance. 

Catherine Breen, sister-in-law of the late 
James Craig, said her note was for money 
loaned by her to James Cra'‘g. 

During the examination, the witnesses fre- 
quently declined to answer questions pro- 
pounded by Attorney Ottofy. 

He announced his intention to take an ap- 

eal to the Circuit Court. Willlam John 

raig, who seeks to have the will set aside, 
is not In St. Louis at present. He is travel- 
ing in the East securing evidence in support 
of his claim. 

The proceedings in probate grow out of 
the will contest case. Should the Circuit 
Court sustain the allowance made by the 
Probate Court, the Craig sisters will recover 
their notes, even though the will is set aside

BILL AUTHORIZING THEM COMES 
OUT OF SECLUSION. 


LOCAL COMPANIES ON TOP. 


They Wanted Delay and They Got It 
and May Get More 
of It. 


After an unexplained delay of six weeks 
the ordinance authorizing the Board of 
Public Improvements to advertise for bids 
for doing the public lighting will probably 
be reported by the commitee to-night. 

No excuse has been made for the delay, 
which jeopardizes the chances of the city 
getting favorable terms. 

The local companies are interested in the 
delay. Every week the letting is deferred 
increases their chances of getting the con- 
tract at advantageous figures. 

The ordinance was sent to the Councfl by 
the Board of Public Improvements. It pro- 
vides for asking bids for doing the work 
with gas or electricity and for erecting a 
gas or electric plant, to be leased to the 
city. 

It is not probable that the ordinance will 
be passed in its present form. The As- 
sembly has no power to amend board ordi- 
mances, but it can send them back for sug- 

ested amendments, This will probably be 
one, ! 

Mr. Heckel will present a resolution rec- 
ommending this course and embodying a 
number of amendments, which he thinks 
are necessary. 

One of these will be for asking bids on 
both a ten-year and a twenty-year basis. 

As at present worded the ordinance con- 
fers a franchise to do private electric light- 
ing and authorizes, the board to exempt 
electric light companies from compliance 
with the ordinance requiring them to pay 
the city 5 per cent of their gross earn- 
ings on private lighting. 

his is to put the other companies on an 
equal footing with the Laclede company in 
the event of its winning the suit pending 
in the Supreme Court. . 

Mr. Heckel thinks outside gas companies 
should also be granted the privilege of fur- 
nishing gas to private parties for light, 
heat and power purposes. 

The ordinance first sent to the Assembly 
authorizing the letting required the wires 
to be placed underground all over the city. 
The are 5 claimed the expense of doing 
oe would be so great that they refused to 

id. 

The pending ordinance does not require 
this. r. Heckel thinks unless they are 
required to put them under over at least the 
greater part of the city complications will 
arise when the city attempts to force other 
companies under. 

His resolution will suggest that under a 
ten-year contract all wires be placed under- 
round within the territory bounded by 

rand avenue on the west, Cass avenue on 
the north, Chouteau avenue on the south 
and the Mississippi river on the east, and 
if a twenty-year contract be accepted all 
wires between Cass avenue on the north, 
Broadway on the east to a line parallel with 
Taylor on the west to Arsenal street on the 
south, be placed underground on all im- 
proved streets when so ordered by an ordi- 
mance, said ordinance, however, not to be 
enacted within ten years after date of ac- 
ceptance of contract. 

Bids are called on fouy propositions and 
@ deposit of $10,000 is required to accompany 
each bid. company making all four bids 
would, therefore, have to put up $40,000. 
Mr. Heckel will suggest that only $10,000 be 
required from each bidder on the condition 
that it shall apply on the particular bid ac- 
cepted. Alsc that the indemnity bond be 
reduced from $250,000 to $100,000. ; 

Mr. Heckel algo thinks a alip has been 
made in not specifying that the contract 
shall be eubject to the approval of thé As- 
sembly, and he will recommend that this 
provision be inserted, 

This omission, however, ts only apparent. 
The charter requires all contracts to be so 
approved. 

‘ater Commissioner Holman, chairman 
of the Lighting Committee of the Board, 
says he is glad the members of the Council 
a@re taking enough interest to send the or- 
dinance back with suggestions. 

“Our purpose in sending the ordinance to 
the Council in its present shape,”’ he said 
Friday, ‘“‘was to give the Assembly a chance 
to determine the policy of the city on the 
next letting. Changes suggested by the 
assembly which are not impracticable will 
be made. 

“We did not confer a franchise on the gas 
company getting the contract because we 
did not believe any outside company could 
bid against the Laclede, which already has 
its plant. We expected the outside com- 
panies to bid under the leasing system.”

SHE CAME TO HIM 


AGED JOHANN MEITH TALES OF 
HIS HOUSEKEEPER. 


TWAS WOMAN’S GENTLE HAND. 


The Old Man Says He Was Spell-Bound 
When He Gave His Wealth 
Away. 


Such a story as that revealed by the legal 
battle between aged Johann Meith and bux- 
om Josephine Hollman is a most remark- 
able instance of woman’s influence over 
man. 

As briefly outlined in a late edition of 


the Post-Dispatch Wednesday, Johann 
Meith, 76 years of age, has brought suit 


against his housekeeper, Josephine Holl- 
man, a comely woman of 33 years, for the 
purpose of recovering title to valuable real 
estate in this city. 

Thursday the plaintiff's attorney filed a 
motion asking for the appointment of a 
receiver to take charge of the disputed 
property, pending disposition of the case 
in court. The application for the receiver 
is based on the plea that rents are to be 


collected from the Meith tenants and that 
all such money should be held until the 
courts decide to whom ‘it belongs. 

The details of how Johann: Meith came to 
convey his valuable realty to Josephine 
Hollman, if true, form a story that is fas- 
cinating and weird. 

A reporter for the Post-Dispatch talked 
sede the aged Mr. Meith Thursday morn- 

“I was sick when the woman came to my 
house,” said he, “and she was very kind 
to me. I was living alone, and she said it 
was a shame for an old man like mé to be 
deprived of the gentle care of a: woman. 
She was lonely herself, she said, and wouid 
be delighted to make her home at my house. 
She would nurse me and give me the atten- 
tion I so badly needed. 

“I. hardly knew what to think,of the prop- 
osition. he woman kept on yisiting me. 
At. last I consented to take her.in. She 
treated me very kindly at first.. In fact, she 
concentrated her whole energy toward mak- 
ing. me happy. Under such gentle influence, 
I recuperated somewhat. Gradually, our 
relations. became particularly friendly... Fi- 
nally, I was spell bound.”’’ 7 ¥s , 
The old man who confesses that he yielded 
to the fascinating smiles of his uxom 
housekeeper is a German and does not 
speak the English Janguage very -plainly. 
Still he is‘able to tell his story. 

Continuing at great length he told of 
strange visitors who came to his house. 
The Hollman woman had been as an angel 
to him. Her will was established as law. 
One day a.female fortune-teller and’ magic

doctor came. She at once became inter- 
ested in the case. The old man was con- 
vinced that there is power in witchcraft. 
Strange stories of spooks and hobgobblins 
were related. Chemicals were burned on 
tin pans in his room. This was in the na- 
ture of magic incantations. 

In a weird style the housekeeper and the 
Strange visitors would march about the 
house uttering doleful chants’ while they 
burned the magic flame, so the old man 
relates. The varnish on his bedstead was 
blistered from the effects of the holy fire. 
The old man did not care. He was con- 
verted to witchcraft. At least he thought 
he was. 

Thus it was easy for him to sign a deed to 
his property, making, his faithful house- 
keeper the beneficiary. He estimates the 
value of his property at $000, and he was 
willing to give it. He believed ¢ house- 
keeper would continue in that sam angelic 
wey. That was recompense enough for 
But there came a change, he avers. 
After he made the transfer of his property 
he noticed the once tender touch of his 
housekeeper had turned to an icicle. He 
marveled greatly at the sudden departure 


‘from the path that had hitherto been 


strewn with flowers. 
At last it dawned upon him that since he 
had no more property to bestow, he was 
no longer an object of affection. He told 
his story to Attorneys John O. Marshall and 
Charles Krone. They concurred in his 
theory. That is why the case is in court. 
It will be tried at the October term. The 
old man hopes to regain possession. The de- 
fense set forth by the Hollman woman {is 
da general denial of the plaintiff’s allega- 
tions. Voluminous evidence will be intro- 
duced on either side. The woman in the 
case is a pretty brunette, with large, spark-

COSTE TALKS 
ABOUT REFORMS, 


WHERE SCHOOL BOARD REFORM- 
ATION WILL BEGIN. 


PEOPLE WITH A PULL MUST GO. 


New Advertisements for Supplies and 
a Clean Sweep of the Pres- 
ent Management. 


Citizens and taxpayers of @very age, de- 
gree and condition have begun to study the 
personnel and prospects for success of the 
new School Board. 

It was elected under the provisions of a 
law emanating from the persistent demand 
of the people for reform—not especially of a 
political kind, but in the details of manage- 
ment of the public schools, with their vast 
properties and systems in order that better 
results might be attained. 

The field of revolution is so extensinve 
and the opportunities for improvement so 
numerous that the board will find itself 
filled to the full with labor and responsi- 
bility which, if but half performed and met, 
can accomplish wonders for the school 
system of St. Louis. 

Mr. Paul F. Coste, President of the board, 
has devoted much of the time since his 
election to a survey of the situation from 
the standpoint of a lawyer, the citizen and 
the board’s directing officer. He was 
asked Friday morning by a Post-Dispatch 
reporter: 

“Where will the directors begin their 
work of reform?” 

“Well,” he answered, ‘‘we have already 
begun an endeavor to reform the public 
school management in various ways. 
“Our first attention is being paid to’ the 
question of economy. The salaries of all 
officers and employes have been made a 
matter of particular study, and most of 
them. will be reduced. We have a number 
of suggestions in view concerning the sal- 
aries of heads of departments and also as 
to the clerical forces, as we think compe- 
tent. men can be obtained at smaller pay. 
I. am unable to give exact or .complete 
fizuyes, but as an illustration, the salary 
of the architect—known under the new law 
as the Commissioner of School Buildings— 
has been reduced from $5,000 to $4,000; that 
of the Auditor from $2,7% to $2,000; and 
that of the attorney from $2,500 to $2,000. 
Without being able to specify, as the rules 
are not before me and I am as yet sormne- 
what unfamiliar with them, reductions 
have been made in the salaries of the 
superintendent, the secretary and treas- 
urer and. of the supply agent. 


“The next item in the line of reform is 


that of supplies, from which have emanated 
a large proportion of the scandal and mis- 
management of which the people so long 
complained. We cannot say much about 
that as yet. We have had a temporary 
committee appointed to look into the condi- 
tion of supply bids and advertisements. 
That committee has labored since May 31 
to extract information ywpon which to base 
future action, and we have learned, for in- 
stance, that since the old board advertised 
for coal, there is a likelihood we can get 
coal much cheaper than was offered, afd 
consequently we may readvertise for bids. 
All other bids for supplies are to be recon- 
sidered and examined into thoroughly, 
with a view of ultimately directing fresh 
bids to be made. We are entirely free, 
legally, to discard all bids heretofore made 
that are not closed in contracts, or to pay 
no attention to them, as the facts may 
warrant. There are indications that bid- 
ders were to some extent excluded, for 
various reasons, and we want to reform 
this condition of things, so that our citi- 
zens may get the best and the cheapest 
supplies. There fs where the money has 
apparently been Wasted heretofore. 


“The aims of the Board, in the third 
place, are to organize the Building Commis- 
sioner’s office and départment in such way 
that the entire matter of repairs to proper- 
ty and school buildings shall be conducted 
on a fair basis, dollar for dollar of value, no 
preference and no waste. To that end the 
board is taking ample time in which to 
select the very best available man as the 
head of the building department. 

‘“‘Another inportant question is that con- 
cerning the subordinate employes. There 
are charges of inefficiency — janitors 
and also against a number of the teachers. 
While we desire to be perfectly just and 
oust nobody from position who does not 
deserve it, the janitors, clerks and teachers 
must understand it is our intention to do 
all within the power of the board under the 
new law to see that incompetent persons 
are dismissed from service and replaced by 
evcigeom 9 of efficiency and merit. A weed- 
ng out process will begun at the earliest 
moment and ft will continue until the re- 
form is apparent. There are quite a num- 
ber who have secured places through per- 
sonal or political influence alone. ese 
will have the board’s attention in due time, 
We want competent people, and the super- 
intendent and teachers must understand 
this. 


“The offices of auditor, secretary and 
treasurer, commissioner of buildings and 
supply agent are yet to be flilled. Selections 
will be speedily made for these places, so 
as to remove the uncertainty of the present 
incumbents and install those who are to 
take up the work and carry it forward. 


“These are the matin features of the 
board’s present efforts at reform of the 
public school management. Time will tell 
whether and how far they are to be suc- 
cessful.’’ 


There is some interest manifested In the 
examination of the books and accounts of 
previous boards, which will be begun next 
week. The new board say they do not im- 
peach the integrity of their predecessors by 
this action, and that all they desire is to 
ascertain whether the balances are cor- 
rect, so they can rest assured of an accurate 
beginning of their own accounts, But it Is 
believed the real purpose is to find holes 
that are presumed may exist.

RUNAWAY ELEVATOR AT THE 
MERCHANTS’ EXCHANGE. 


Four Men and a Boy Imprisoned in the 
Cage at a Perilous 
Height. 


Four men and a boy had a narrow escape 
from death Friday morning at 9:30 o’clock 
in the Merchants’ Exchange building, by 
reason of a runaway elevator. 

During several weeks past the Exchange 
has been constructing two new elevators, 
one in the old shaft on the Third street side 
and one on the Chestnut street side. 

Friday morning the Third street elevator 
was deemed ready for use and began to 
make regular tps. 

“Tt was about 9:30 o’clock,” says Edwin 
Cc. 8S. Hunt of Joseph Lathrop & Co., “when 
I rang the bell to go up. I noticed that as 
the elevator came down it traveled very 
rapidly, and I had my doubts as to its 
safety. In fact I expressed my fears, but an 
employe said there was no danger, so I 
boarded the machine, with three others. 

“The boy started the elevator, and it flew 
skywards like a flash. Shooting the chutes 
is an ox-cart mode of travel alongside the 
haste obtained by that elevator. It must 


have had wings. There was no warning of 
its flight, either. It fairly shot up, and for 
a full moment nobody in the car breathed, 
so suddenly and shockingly was the tnNp 
made. 

“Like the rest of us, the boy was panic- 
stricken and could do nothing, and the car 
never paused until it reached the roof of 
the Exchange building, five floors up. 

‘Luckily it stuck there; but we were then 
in imminent danger of a drop that would 
mean death. Maybe we stayed up there a 
minute. It seemed like ages, I can tell you. 
Then the boy started us downward, slowly, 
and I got off at the first floor we came to. 

‘‘In my opinion, it was nothing short of 
criminal to permit that elevator to be used 
by the public until it had been so thoroughly 
tested there could be no doubt whatever of 
its safety. We have too many elevator ac- 
cidents in this city, and the public are en- 
titled to some protection.” 

Mr. Hunt resides at 4474 Page boulevard. 
He sald he was badly shaken up and shocked 
by the lightning rapidity with which he had 
gone to the roof of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change, but otherwise uninjured; and short- 
ly afterwards resumed the conduct of his 
business, 

The other gentlemen in the runaway ele 
vator at the time alighted at the various 
floors and disappeared, glad enough to 
be released from the uncontrollable cage. 

The elevator engineer said it Was an ac- 
cident Hable to happen in almost any ele- 
vator. and which could not be foreseen. The 
fact that the cage stuck at the top and came 
down entirely under control showed the 
perfection of the machinery and demon- 
strated its safety. 

Still the gentlemen who made the hasty 
ascent are not measy willing to add a 
testimonial to the security of the Merchantgt 
Exchange elevator, however much they may 
have admired its facility for quick transpor- 
tation of passengers. 

The noise of the shock produced by the 
bumping cage reached the floor of the Ex- 
change, but at that hour there was no one 
present save employes; and, in consequence, 
the accident created small attention,

How Oorporation Rules and Tilinois 


Laws Work to the Detriment of 
Clerks and Telegraphers, 


Several money lenders of St. Louis, who 
are known as “shylocks,” and so-called 
except when one is soliciting a loan, have 
raised the rate of interest from 2 to @ 
per cent a month. 

They say money was never so scarce and 
the demand from men working on salaries 
cannot be supplied. 

Twenty-five per cent a month! Three 
hundred per cent a yeas! That is the rate 
thousands of men, young and old, are pay- 
ing for the use of small sums of money to- 


day. 

ieee is a peculiar feature to the ‘“‘shy- 
locking’ industry in the Mound City, With 
the exception of two classes of salaried 
men money is not loaned unless gilt-edged 
security is furnished, Those who do not 
have to give security are employes of the 
Western Union and Postal Telegraph Cos. 
and employes of any railroad that runs into 

nots, 

The garnishee laws of the Sucker State 
and rules adopted by the corporations re- 
ferred to make it possible for the money 
lenders of St. Louls to be absolutely cer- 
tain of repayment. 

These men have a Justice of the Peace in 
East St, Louis regularly employed, and the 
moment a clerk or telegrapher fails to 
come around with the monthly interest a 
writ of garnishment is issued and either 
the telegraph poles or the rolling stock at- 
tached until the claim is settled. 

Because of the frequency with which this 
was done the various corporations pasted 
notices that any man who should be gar- 
nisheed in the future would have to quit. 

Instead of mitigating the evil thus made 
it was worse. The clerks and telegraphers 

ept on borrowing money and the “shy- 
ocks”’ rubbed their hands in glee. They 
knew the men would have to come to time 
with the interest on every pay day. Since 
the order that garnishment would be equiva- 
lent to a discharge was issued, there have 
been few suits in Illinois. The corporations 
could not have played into the hands of the 
brokers better. 

“If the Western Union would only permit 
a man to fight a case,” said a telographer to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter, “the ‘shylocking’ 
would be knocked out. A number of lawyers 
have said the attachment proceedings could 
be knocked out, and if such were done once 
it would be the saving of many an opera- 
or. For then the money-lenders would nat 

ave the gilt-edged cinch they now enjoy, 
and if they were not certain of their money 
they would not lend it out. 

“All that a.telegrapher has to do to-day 
to obtain moncy is to sign a note and the 
cash is handed out, Then, on pay day, he 
comes around with the interest. it may be 
a year before he pays the principal; he ie 
never urged to take up the note, but he 
ve it over and over again in interest. 

know of one man who has pa!d $70 on 
a $15 note. 

“It seems as if the Western Union wishes 
its men to be in the ‘‘shylocks’"’ hands, 
for then they are not independent. A man 
who is out of debt will often refuse to 
work overtime, but the man who is in debt 
up to his eyes will slave away twenty-four 
hours at a stretch if necessary in order to 
make the interest money.” 

The telegraphers held a meeting recently 
and considered the advisability of handin 
together and employing a lawyer to fight 
the ‘‘shylocks.”’ 

The increase of rates from ®% to % per 
cent is due as much as anything to the 
pool-rooms, so it is eaid. 

The money that has been made by the 
select few who charge such usurious in- 
terest is astonishing. Qme man who started 
four years ago with but $200 as capital is 
reported worth nearly $50,000 to-day. 6 has 
agents in every city, and it is impossible for 
a telegrapher who owes him money to es- 
cape his clutches, unless he abandons the 
key and goes into some other bus!ness, 

It is no exaggeration, according to infor- 
mation furnished by several Western Union 
employes, to say that one-quarter of the 
money paid out semi-monthty in wages at 
the main office goes to the “shylocks”’ to 
satisfy interest claims.
